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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As an initial matter, it is noted that captions of 
applicant's documents reflect that the application is being examined in Art Unit 1642. Applicant is urged to correct their records in this 
regard as the instant application is being examined in Art Unit 1634. 

Applicant's representative has presented argument that the written description-based and enablement-based rejections should be 
withdrawn as one of skill in the art would have had sufficient description of the invention as claimed, and would have been adequately 
enabled given the level of skill in the art. In support of this position, attention is directed to Yu et al., (PNAS, 2002, 99/9, 6047-6052) and 
Piccin (Nucleic Acids Research, 2001, Vol. 29, No. 12, e55). The arguments of applicant's representative have been fully considered and 
have not been found persuasive towards the withdrawal of the rejections. Attention is directed to MPEP 2145. 
Attorney argument is not evidence unless it is an admission, in which case, an examiner may use the admission in making a rejection. 
See MPEP § 2129 and § 2144.03 for a discussion of admissions as prior art.
